H ut w ith m en such as Jaco b Rogers, Fred A yer and A. 8. Covel 
am on g Its stockholders and ow ners the Citizen people 
had better 
throw off th e m ask an d come out from I ahind the shield of the T y ­ 
pographical U nion into the full glare of daylight w here people can 
see them as full fledged hypocrites and corporation tools.

T h is disposes of the above villainous and tricky insinuation. 
The president of the union knows what the 


facts are and whether he will be upheld by the local union or the International Typographical union for lending 


himself to any attempt to misrepresent The Sun before the people of Lowell or to drag the Typographical union 


into any unfair newspaper controversy remains to be seen. 
One of our apprentices is nearly out of his time; 


the custom in such cases is to have the graduate examined by a committee of the union, who will certify to his 


competency, and he must also receive the endorsement of the foreman under whom he worked. 
W hen all this is 


done he can be admitted to the union. 
Now we think a little further explanation will be interesting to our readers, for it will show some of 
tho 


infamous practices adopted by the Citizen towards The Sun as far as the Typographical union is concerned. 


The Typographical 
union of this city had for years lain practically dormant 
until 
about 
two 
years 
ago, 


when it w as reorganized and put on a substantial basis. 
A t that time workmen from all the offices in the city 


were invited tu join, and in time they all made application to enter. 
Meanwhile, with its usual cunning deceit, 


the Citizen gained an unfair advantage over the 
other offices in the city by getting early control of 
the union. 


T h is they could easily do because of the large 
number of workmen they employ, particularly in 
their 
job 


printing plant, and it w as not long before they could vote through any measure they saw fit, regardless of the 


other offices. 
The result w as that no one could be admitted into the union who was not acceptable to the C iti­ 


zen office. 
In consequence two of our best workmen who applied for admission were refused, not because they 


were incompetent or because they had ever done anything contrary to the organization, 


wished to put The Sun in a compromising attitude and point the finger of scorn 


two men in our employ who were not members of the union. 
But fortunately tho International Typographical union, of which the local organization is 
a 
branch, was 


fair and would not tolerate any discrimination. 
After repeated attempts to join the union, our workmen were 


obliged to appeal to the International 
body, and after a hearing both men were admitted to the union over the 


heads of the local conspirators. 
The last one was admitted but a few weeks ago and only after a 
fight of six 


We, therefore, appeal to all fair-minded union workmen in the o.ty to say if this w as not 
infamous to 


last degree. 
While these workmen were struggling to get into the union, representatives from the M orning Citizen o f­ 


fice actually appealed to the officers at headquarters to compel the proprietor of The Sun to discharge these men 


because they were not members of the union and all the time they were legitimate applicants and the plan of 


the Citizen men was to keep them so as long as 
possible in order to stigmatize The Sun.

the Citizen and evid en tly Intended to give nothing more to the public- The 
'Fun inquired of A gent Southw orth lf it could get part o f the report for 
publication hut wa« Informed that It could see “the parts of the report seen 
by another reporter and lined In the m argin .” 
A s these parts lined In the m argin 
w ere the parts w hich gave 
the 
ngen ts’ side o f the case and which w ere already published 
In 
the C itizen 
The Sun had no desire to see them. 
The Sun w anted the other side also published, and being refused, 
it criti­ 
cized A gent Southw orth for suppressing the part which favored the T extile 
Council. 
H e telephoned The Sun on reading this

A bout tw enty m inutes after this conversation took place. Agent South­ 
w orth called up The Sun once more and said, “on second thought I have 
decided to have the entire report o f the lam conference published In the C it­ 
izen tomorrow and have asked the C itizen to send you proofs.”

publishing the report, a statem ent which we ut The Fun office know to be 
false. 
A t the second conference at w hich, according to Mr. Southworth, the 
tex tile officials had said practically nothing. Mr. Duggan m ade an Important 
speech relative to the prom ises made by the civic 
com m ittee last year, and 
show ing also that A gent Kerr of 
the Boult had proposed 
a com prom ise of

couldn’t 
prevail upon 
the 
agen ts or treasurers o f the m ills In this 
city to advance It. 
B ut w hat could w e 
do? 
W e trusted 
ou rselves 
In 
their 
hands, sure that they w ould use every 
endeavor to bring about an advance in 
w ages of ten per cent. 
“N ow , 
of course, th at 
w as a

prom ise from business men, men In ter­

OF' FRAMINGHAM ON THE IRISBt 
LAND BILL. 
Ry Astoeifttrd Pres* to The Sun 
BOSTON, April 13.—The Hon. Ed­ 
ward J. Slattery of South Framingham 
has issued a statem ent to Irish sympa­ 
thizers in Massachusetts and elsewhere 
designed, he says, to counteract 
th* 
Injury to the Irish cause which he be­ 
lieves is being done by the utterances 
of the Clan-na-Oael. 
Mr. Slattery is 
a former state president of the An­ 
cient Order of Hibernians, a former 
stale senator and was candidate for 
lieutenant-governor with Bruce in 1898. 
"Through the United Irish 
League 
and the leadership of John E. Redmond, 
Ireland's greatest constructive states- 
man since Daniel O’Connell, the Irish 
people are more united and better or­ 
ganized than at any time during the 
past 2 0 0 years, and as a result of such 
unity of action and purpose a 
Tory 
government has been forced to abandon 
the policy of Imprisoning Irishmen, and 
request parliament to enact a land bill 
for the benefit of the Irish people. 
"I have no faith in, or 
sym pathy 
with, that class of Irishmen who ar* 
opposed to the United Irish League and 
w ho would keep the people In Ireland 
in the serfdom of feudalism with the 
hope of impressing upon their minds 
the thought and belief of freeing Ire­ 
land by physical force. 
"Just think of It. A people without 
a reserve fund, without a navy. without 
an army, without one single element of 
modern warfare, talking the freedom 
of Ireland by physical force and Clan- 
na-Gael leaders in the United State* 
advising an appeal to arm s to establish 
an Irish republic. It is not only ab­ 
surd, but criminal. 
"The rank and file of the Clan-na* 
Gaels are hard-working, honest 
men, 
who sincerely believe that 
by their 
membership they contribute 
to 
th«i 
welfare and independence of the Irish 
people, but they are fooled and deceiv­ 
ed by the leaders, who do not allow 
them any knowledge of workings or 
purposes of the few who control th* 
clans. 
"I offer no objection to the opposi­ 
tion of the Clan-na-Goels of the United 
States to the people of 
Ireland, 
lf 
properly submitted to public opinion, 
for once placed under the flashlight of 
Intelligent thought and 
consideration. 
It would very soon find Its proper place 
In the waste basket of Indigestible rub­ 
bish. 
"The A. O'. H. Is too nacred In its in­ 
ception and too lofty in Its mottos* 
to allow Its splendid organisation In 
M assachusetts to become the subser­ 
vient of the Ulan-na-Qaels in their un­ 
merited 
opposition 
to the declared 
principles, wishes and fondest hopes of 
a united Irish people-

F rid a y evening 
the

pocketbook fell into the well. 
T he w a ­ 
ter w'as all bailed ou t and the boy de­ 
scended to the bottom of 
the 
well, 
s p re a d in g his feet on the opposite w alls 
in low ering him self. 
A pow erful odor 
of gas, peculiar to the oil regions, w as 
em itted from th e well a fte r the w a te r 
h ad been balled out.

ST. M ICHAEL’S CHURCH. 


The E aster service at 
St. Michael's 
church was conducted with 
all 
the 
great pomp and splendor th at should 
c haracterize the observance of the R es­ 
urrection. 
A t the solemn high 
mass 
which was celebrated a t 10.30 the con­ 
gregation was one of the largest ever 
assembled on a feast day in this church 
and included m any not of the Catholic 
faith who were attracted by tjje grand 
musical program and the beauty of the 
service. 
The sanctuary 
presented 
a 
'striking scene. 
Vases of 
beautiful 
flowers were arranged about the altar, 
clusters of E aster lilies, stately palms 
and large ferns stood in conspicuous 
positions and scores of lighted candles 
lent a brilliant illumination 
to 
the 
sanctuary. 
W hite lace altar cloths in ­ 
terwoven with gold added not a little 
to the beauty of the scene. The cler­ 
gymen who officiated a t 
the 
service 
wore vestm ents of white and gold. 
To 
a processional played on the great or- 
«an by Miss Carolyn W hite and by the 
’entucket O rchestra of Haverhill the 
ne of altar boys and 
clergy moved 
from the vestry to the places in the 
sanctuary. 
The pastor, Rev. 
John J. 
Shaw, acted as m aster of ceremonies, 
and the officers of the m ass were: Cele­ 
brant, Rev. Dennis M urphy; deacon, 
Rev. E. A. Carney; sub-deacon, Rev. 
Francis Mullin. 
The sermon was de­ 
livered 
by Rev. E. A. 
Carney, 
who 
spoke on the great feast celebrated by 
the church and explained the joy that 
is felt throughout the world on this oc­ 
casion, which m arks the Resurrection 
of the Savior of m ankind. 
The music 
w as of the festival character, the chief 
work of the m orning service being the 
K flat m ass of J. N, Hummel, written 
for a quartet and chorus.

be his m ost enduring work. 
His gen­ 
ius is adequately shown in the second 
m ass which can also boast of excellent 
instrum entation. 
To select any portion of the m ass for 
special com m ent would bo difficult, for 
it is equally good in all its parts, a 
fact th at has given it the prominent 
position it occupies am ong works of 
this character. 
At the offertory H u m ­

gi yen. 
Mrs. Jam es A. M urphy su stain ­ 
ed the solo and was assisted by the 
chorus. 
Mrs. M urphy was never in 


posed of five movem ents arranged for 
solo, quartet and chorus. 
A recurr­ 
ing motif for the tenor voice through­ 
out adds a charm to the composition 
th a t is interesting. 
Rossini’s "O Sal- 
utaris,” rendered by Mr. Boulger in his 
usual excellent m anner, and the grand 
“T antum E rgo” q u arte t 
and chorus 
were also leading num bers in the m us­ 
ical program. 
Mr. Jam es A- M urphy 
who arranged the musical portion of 
the service, directed in the most ac­ 
ceptable m anner and his tenor voice 
was always in evidence in the various 
compositions.

Now we think a little further explanation wilt be interesting to our readera# for it will show tom* of 
the 


infamous practices adopted by the Citizen towards Tbs Sun as far as the Typographical union is concerned. 


The Typographical union of this city had for years lain practically dormant 
until 
about two 
years ago, 


when it was reorganized and put on a substantial basis. 
At that time workmen from all tho offioss in tho city 


were invited to join, and in timo they ail mad# application to enter. 
Meanwhile, with its usual cunning deceit, 


the Citizen gained an unfair advantage over the other offices in the city by getting early control of 
the union. 


This thsy could easily do because of tho large number of workmen they employ, particularly 
in 
their 
job 


printing plant, and it was not long before they could vote through any measure they saw fit, regardless of tho 
other offices. 
The result was that no one could be admitted into the union who was not acceptable to tho Citi­ 


zen office. 
In consequence two of our beet workmen who applied for admission were refused, not because they 


were incompetent or because they had ever done anything contrary to the organization, but because tho 
Citizen 


wished to put The Sun in a compromising attitude and 
point the finger of scorn 
at us 
end eay that we had 


two men in our employ who wore not members of the union. 


But fortunately the International Typographical unien, of which tho local organization la 
a 
branch, was 


fair and would not tolerate any discrimination. 
After repeated attem pts ie join the union, our workmen ware 


obliged to appeal to tho Interactional body, and after a hearing both men were admitted to the union ever the 


heads °f the local conspirators. 
The last one wee admitted but a few weeks ago and only altar a fight of six 


months. 
We, therefore, appeal to all fair-m inded union workmen in the city to say if this was not infamous to 


the last degree. 
W hile these workmen were struggling to get inte 
the union, representatives from the Morning Citizen o f­ 


fice actually appealed to the officers at headquarters to 
campal the proprietor of Tho Sun to 
discharge those men 


beoause they were not members of the union and all tbs tim# they were legitim#*# applicants and tho pion of 


tho Citizen mon was to keep them so as long as possible in order to stigm atize Tho Sun. 


DESPAIR AID HOPE 


W e think afte r the public reads this 
they will agree th a t the Citizen should 
never have opened its m outh on typo­ 
graphical m a tte rs and th a t their a c ­ 
tions 
form 
a 
case of 
conspiracy 
ag ain st The Sun which is little short 
of crim inal. 
B ut the Citizen is still at 
it. 
The present chairm an of the Ty­ 
pographical union is an employ© of the 
Citizen and b o w as the previous ch air­ 
m an. 
They have absolute control of 
the union, end they use it in 
every 
possible 
way to discrim inate 
against 
all the other offices in tho city. 
There is another thing which th® 
union people of Lowell should know: 
P revious to the tim e when the C iti­ 
zen got control of 
the Typographical 
union, the m orning papers of this city 
suspended publication on holidays and 
their employes w ere given a holiday 
like all other workm en, 
but 
now 
through the machination#* of these con­ 
spirators a special exem ption is m ade 
in the case of m orning papers, and as 
a result The Sun Is obliged to suspend 


on holidays 
or pay 
double wages, 
while the Citizen and Mail aye per­ 
m itted to Issue w ithout e x tra charge. 
It is b u t ju st to say th a t the Mail ie 
and alw ays wag w illing 
to suspend 
publication on holidays, but It will not 
do so as long ae the Citizen persists in 
this u n fair rule ag ain st the afternoon 
papers. 
The Citizen people m ay say 
th a t they suspend publication of 
the 
Courier on holidays but they m ight 
suspend th a t paper forever and 
no 
one in Lowell would know of it. 
If 
the advertisem ents do not appear In 
their afternoon edition there is nothing 
lost to the advertiser. 
As regard* the union label the C iti­ 
zen 
Is 
skilfully 
deceiving the pub­ 
lic. 
They print it on their Job work 
and do not print It in th eir paper.

daily paper in Lowell or elsew here in 
New E ngland as fa r as we know prints 
it.

The Citizen adopted the

B ut the week point of the Citizen Is 
th a t upon which it squirm s the moat. 
The Sun designated it aa tbs corpora­ 
tion organ and in this m orning's paper 
the Citizen claim s it should not be so 
designated on account of

Amount of job p rinting which it gets 
from the mills. 
B pt here is proof 
which 
the Citizen cannot very well 
dodge or lie out of, 
W e said th at the 
Citizen w as subject to corporation In­ 
fluences and the list of stockholders of 
the Citizen which is published hi their 
annual statem ent shows th a t we are 
pretty nearly right.

The m ill agen ts refused to give th e operatives a report o f the te sti­ 
m ony given at the last conference w ith the textile officials. 
T hey first pub­ 
lished extracts of the report favorable to them selves in their special organ, 
the CitUen and evidently intended to give nothing m ore to the public. The 
Bun inquired of A gent Southw orth lf it could get p a rt of th e report for 
publication but w as inform ed that it could see “the p a rts of the report seen 
by another reporter and lined in the m argin." 
A s th ese parts lined in the m argin 
w ere the parts w hich gave 
the 
agents' side of the oase and w hich w ere already published 
in 
the Citizen 
The Sun had no desire to see them . 
The Sun w anted the other side also published, and being refused, 
it criti­ 
cized A gen t Southw orth for suppressing the part w hich favored the T extile 
C ouncil. 
H e telephoned The Sun on reading this 
criticism 
sta tin g 
that we 
had 
done him an injustice in sayin g that h e suppressed 
or 
w ithheld 
the 
other 


aide. 


“You have given out but on* sid e,” w e replied. 
“W hy there is but one side to it," he said. 
“The T extile officials paid p ractically nothing." 
“Did they not m ake an im portant statem en t regarding 
the prom ises 
m ade bv the civic com m m ittee last year?” we inquired. 
“W ell, there w as som ething said about th at m atter." he replied. 
“I w ish now to say to you," said Mr. Southw orth, “that if you send a 
man to m y office he can see and copy a n y portion of that report but 
he 
m ust not take it from m y office." 
“V ery w ell, we shall send a m an to oopy 
It tom orrow 
m orning

o’clock," w e replied. 


A bout tw en ty m inutes after th is conversation took place, A gent South­ 
w orth called up The Sun once more and said, “on second thought 
I have 
decided to have the entire report o f the last conference published 
in the C it­ 
izen tom orrow and have asked the C itizen to send you proof s." 
A ccordingly the full report appeared in several in stalm ents in the C iti­ 
zen and Courier. 
T hus The Sun com pelled the publication of 
the 
full 
report 
after 
the 
agen ts had caused their official organ to publish such extracts of it as they 
lined In the m argin and the C itizen boasted of it as an exclusive. 
If the C itizen w ere not th# corporation organ, w ould not Mr. Southw orth 
have given th is report to The Sun, which forced him to publish 
it 
entire 
rather than give it to another paper? 
H e gave it to the C itizen as the official 
organ of the corporations and no doubt paid or agreed to pay for its publi­ 
cation aa a defense again st the charge of su p p ressin g w hat w as u nfavorable 
to the m ills. 
The corporation organ at 
the instigation of 
Mr. Southw orth 
of course 
took care to m ention that other papers were not denied the 
privilege 
of 
publishing the report, a statem en t w hich we ut The Sun office know to be 
false. 
A t the second conference at w hich, according to Mr. Southw orth, the 
tex tile officials had said practically nothing, Mr. D uggan m ade an im portant

pocketbook fell into the well.

LAND BILL. 
F.y Associated Presa to Th* Run 
BOSTON, April 13.—The Hon. 
Ed­ 
ward J. Slattery of South Framingham 
has issued a statem ent to Irish sym pa­ 
thizers in M assachusetts and elsewhere 
designed, he says, to counteract 
tho 
injury to the Irish cause which he be­ 
lieves Is being done by the utterances 
of the Clan-na-Gael. 
Mr. Slattery is 
a former state president of the An­ 
cient Order of Hibernians, a former 
state senator and was candidate for 
lieutenant-governor with Bruce in 1898. 
"Through the United Irish 
League 
and the leadership of John E. Redmond, 
Ireland’s greatest constructive states­ 
man since Daniel O’Connell, the 
Irish 
people are more united and better or­ 
ganized than at any time during the 
past 200 years, and as a result of such 
unity of action and purpose a 
Tory 
government has been forced to abandon 
the policy of imprisoning Irishmen, and 
request parliam ent to enact a land bill 
for the benefit of the Irish people. 
“I have no faith in, 
or 
sym pathy 
with, that class of Irishm en who are 
opposed to the United Irish League and 
who would keep the people In Ireland 
in the serfdom of feudalism with the 
hope of impressing upon their m inds 
the thought and belief of freeing Ire­ 
land by physical force. 
"Just think of it. 
A people without 
a reserve fund, without a navy, without 
an army, without one single element of 
modern warfare, talking the freedom 
of Ireland by physical force and Clan- 
na-Gael leaders in the United State! 
advising an appeal to arms to establish 
an Irish republic. It is not only ab­ 
surd, but criminal. 
"The rank and file of the Clan-na- 
Gaels are hard-working, honest 
men, 
who sincerely believe that 
by their 
membership they contribute 
to 
the 
welfare 
and independence of the Irish 
people, but they are fooled and deceiv­ 
ed by the leaders, who do not allow- 
them any knowledge of workings or 
purposes of the few who control th* 
clans. 
“I offer no objection to the opposi­ 
tion of the Clan-na-GaeU of the United 
States to the people of 
Ireland, 
lf 
properly submitted to public opinion, 
for once placed under the flashlight of 
intelligent thought and 
consideration, 
it would very soon find its proper place 
in the waste basket of Indigestible rub­ 
bish. 
“The A. Cl H. Is too sacred In its in­ 
ception and too lofty in Its mottoes* 
to allow its splendid organization In 
M assachusetts to become the subser­ 
vient of the Clan-na-Gaels in their un­ 
merited 
opposition 
to the declared 
principles, wishes and fondest hopes of 
a united Irish people.
